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PwC’s tough questions over collapse threat to 1,700 jobs 

CAPARO CHIEFS 
FACE GRILLING

CAPARO bosses are set to 
face hard questions about 
how the £370m-a-year com¬ 
pany has come to the point of 
collapse, putting up to 1,700 
jobs at risk - most of them in 
the Black Country. 

And some are questioning whether 
Caparo’s largely unsuccessful venture 
into building a road-legal supercar 
may have played a role in its current 
woes. 

A large team from accountants PwC - Price- 
waterhouseCoopers - is now at work on the 
administration of Caparo Industries, assessing 
which parts can be saved and sold. 

But some businesses within the group almost 
certainly face closure, with the loss of poten¬ 
tially hundreds of local jobs. 

While the current steel crisis - which on 
Monday claimed 1,200 more jobs with Tata 
announcing redundancies in Scunthorpe and 
Scotland - has been cited as the cause of its 
woes, that may not be the only factor in the col¬ 
lapse of Caparo Industries. 

Affected 

Matt Hammond, the lead administrator from 
PwC, said: “The impact of steel prices and ex¬ 
change rates has had an impact on some parts 
of the Caparo Industries group. However there 
are businesses in the group that are not directly 
affected by steel prices, and likewise many 
where there is both strong customer demand 
and critical supplier support.” 

Those looking for other factors in the collapse 
have pointed to the heavy expense of developing 
the Caparo T1 two-seater sports car. Initially 
launched in 2007, the plan was to make up to 
25 a year with a price tag of more than £200,000 
apiece, but the project ran into the recession 
and it is thought no more than 30 were made. 

The sports car business went quiet until an 
apparent relaunch last year of the Caparo T1 
Evolution ‘hypercar’, this time with a price per 
car of 1.1 milli on euros, or £800,000. 

But, apart from a few public appearances 
such as its appearance in police livery as part 
of a campaign against dangerous driving at the 
Autocar International show at the NEC in Jan¬ 
uary, nothing more has been heard. 

Development of the car, with its carbon/al¬ 
uminium honeycomb monocoque and use of 
advanced carbon technology composites, will 
have been expensive but it does not appear 
to have produced the sales necessary to cover 
those costs.

WHO says modern art cannot be classic too? 
This is The Sandwell Portrait on display at 
WednesburyArt Gallery, showing two thor¬ 
oughly modern young men painted in a 19th 
century style. 

More than 30 local artists and photogra¬ 
phers gathered to see the portrait by Derby¬ 
shire artist Emma Tooth be revealed at the 
Holyhead Road gallery - where it will remain 
until Christmas before taking pride of place 
at Ingestre Hall, in Stafford. 

The unique portrait, officially called ‘New 
Friends for Alathea’, depicts two Sandwell 


College students painted in the same vein as 
19th century portraits in Ingestre Hall. 

Mrs Tooth, who has been a professional 
artist for 15 years, said: “I first started the 
project 18 months ago. I was completely hyp¬ 
notised when I saw a portrait of Alathea Tal¬ 
bot, Countess of Arundel. 

“I worked alongside Sandwell College to 
find suitable students. It was a challenge, but 
thoroughly enjoyable. 

“I wanted to paint something that would 
sit beside old paintings but stand out and 
connect with a modern audience. Especially 


the young people who go to Ingestre Hall for 
residential visits too.” 

In the painting one of the students is pic¬ 
tured looking at their mobile phone. Graffiti 
on the brickwork which depicts Mrs Tooth’s 
signature is also seen. 

Student Kyle Francis, who was studying 
photography at the college at the time, was 
chosen to be painted alongside a fellow stu¬ 
dent - whose identity is yet to be revealed. 

The portrait was unveiled on October 14 
alongside other collections by local art groups 
at the gallery.

DON’T FORGET 
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£2.5m facelift for tower welcomed 


A £2.5 MILLION facelift on a West Bro¬ 
mwich tower block has been welcomed 
by council chiefs. 

Work has started on Kynaston House, 
in Rydding Lane, getting new windows, 
balcony doors, new lifts, while the out¬ 
side of the building is being fitted with 
insulated cladding to reduce heat loss. 

Two new flats will be created on the 
ground floor, with entrances being re¬ 
modelled and communal areas deco¬ 
rated. More car parking spaces will also 
be available and the area surrounding 
the block will be landscaped. 

Outside Kynaston House The council began a high-rise im¬ 



provement programme in 2005, which 
has improved 34 tower blocks and a 
number of homes in Sandwell. The in¬ 
vestment is part of a joint commitment 
made by the council and its project 
partners Keepmoat, Lovell, Vinci and 
Wates Living Space, which has created 
more than 500 new jobs. 

The renovations and improvements 
made to the 11-storey block at Kynas¬ 
ton House, which has 41 flats, will 
give the 1960s build an extra 30 year 
lifespan. 

Councillor Paul Moore, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for regener¬ 


ation and economic investment, said: 
“This is another fantastic example of 
how we’re investing in council homes 
in Sandwell. 

“Not only will this work create better 
homes for the people living there, it will 
also lengthen the lifespan and improve 
the appearance of the building.” 

The £2.5 million upgrade is being 
carried out by Keepmoat, which is cur¬ 
rently delivering an £11 million refur¬ 
bishment of The Crofts - three blocks 
of flats in Windmill Lane, Smethwick. 

The refurbishment is set to be com¬ 
pleted in late 2016. 


M6 bosses admit to 
lack of communication 

HIGHWAYS bosses have ad¬ 
mitted they could and should 
have done more to make people 
aware of when major roadworks 
on the M6 would be completed. 

The work at junction 9 for Wednes- 
bury has twice been hit by delays. 

The southbound sliproad has been closed 
since January, causing long tailbacks. 

At a meeting last week at Wood Green 
Academy, Wednesbury, campaigners were 
able to speak to bosses from Highways 
England, which is carrying out the scheme, 
who blamed unforeseen circumstances for 
delaying the waterproofing work on the 
ageing M6 viaduct. 

Company spokesman Jessica Kenny said: 

“We could have and should have done more 
to make the public aware of when the work 
would be completed. 

“We’ve never had a waterproofing 
scheme of this nature and we’ve never had 
to do this many repairs before. 

“We weren’t aware of the extent of the 
condition of the motorway and repairs that 
needed to be done. 

“The most damaged areas are over the 
parts which carry the weight of the viaduct, 
which is a crucial process to the integrity of 
the bridge. 

Process 

“Repairs have had to be done with pains¬ 
taking precision to prevent the bridge from 
becoming weak, so this is obviously a time 
consuming process.” 

Work is expected to be completed before 
Christmas. The public had been previously 
told it would be June, then November. 

Claire Williams-Bradley, aged 32, of 
Wood Green Road, said: “My whole house 
shakes, I’m woken up in the early hours of 
the morning pretty much every day due to 
the noise and work going on. 

“The lack of communication has been 
beyond frustrating.” 

At the meeting, people were told High¬ 
ways England is ‘committed to managing 
traffic to retain as much access as possible’. 

Diversions are currently in place because of 
the closure. 

Wednesbury North councillor Elaine 
Costigan said: “I called this meeting as the 
people who are affected by these roadworks 
have a right to know when Highways Eng¬ 
land will have this work completed.”

Crash girl 
Cerys left 
paralysed 
dies aged 9 


A NINE-YEAR-OLD girl left para¬ 
lysed in 2006 when a millionaire’s son 
ploughed into her family car while do¬ 
ing 70mph in a 30mph zone has died in 
hospital. 

Cerys Edwards was just 11 months old 
when the car she was in was hit head-on 
by Antonio Singh Boparan, leaving her 
paralysed and unable to breathe without 
a ventilator. 

Boparan is the 
son of Ranjit Singh 
Boparan, who owns 
the West Brom¬ 
wich-based 2 Sisters 
Food Group and 
had been driving at 
70mph on a 30mph 
road. 

Her devastated 
father Gareth, from 
Sutton Coldfield, 
paid tribute to Cerys 
and said she had a 
smile that would 
‘melt the heart of 
anyone present’. 

She is believed to 
have died following 
complications after 
an infection. 

Mr Edwards said: 

“Given her injuries, 
she never com¬ 
plained and was a 
joy to be with. She 
was a very happy

ery happy 
little girl whose cheeky smile would melt 
the heart of anyone present. 

“She is and will be sadly missed by 
all who knew her especially her dad.” 
Boparan, from Sutton Coldfield, could 
have faced up to 14 years in prison if 
Cerys had died following the collision. 

He served six months of a 21-month 
sentence after being found guilty of dan¬ 
gerous driving. Only 19 at the time, he 
was driving on the wrong side of Streetly 
Lane in Sutton Coldfield in a Range 
Rover Sport, owned by his parents, when 
the crash happened. A statement issued 
on Boparan’s behalf following Cerys’ 
death said: “No words can appropriately 
convey the extent of his sorrow and re¬ 
gret..” 

Cerys was awarded £5 million com¬ 
pensation in 2012, along with a guaran¬ 
teed annual payout of £450,000 to help 
pay for her annual care bill. The battle 
to secure the compensation from the in¬ 
surers took more than five years. 

Boparan, now 28, was jailed again 
earlier this year for his involvement in 
a Birmingham bar fight, which left one 
man blind. He pleaded guilty to violent 
disorder and assault in the VIP room of 
Brindleyplace’s Nuvo Bar last April.

MORE than a million extra shoppers 
have flocked to West Bromwich’s 
New Square, delighted bosses have 
revealed. 

Visitor numbers to the shopping 
centre have shot up by 25 per cent 
to 5.5 million between January and 
September compared to 4.1 million 
in 2014. 

It follows the centre’s busiest sum¬ 
mer which saw a total of 650,000 
shoppers flock to the complex each 
month in June, July and August - 
12.5 per cent up on last year.

We are looking to 
hopefully have more stores arriving 
this side of Christmas too. That will 
leave a couple of units left for the new 
year which we already have signifi¬ 
cant interest in.”

Society's HQ nearing completion

CONSTRUCTION of the West Bromwich 
Building Society headquarters is close to 
completion. The finishing touches are be¬ 
ing made to the company’s new base in 
Providence Place, West Bromwich. 

Work is expected to finish in the next 
few days when the focus will then shift to 
furnishing the inside of the building. It is 
expected to open before the end of the year. 

The modern-looking base, which has 
been fitted with striking black and white 
cladding, has risen into the West Brom¬ 
wich skyline since work began at the end 
of 2013. 

Company spokesman Nick Trueman 


said: “The construction phase is almost 
complete. It should be finished in the next 
couple of weeks. We will then move on to 
furnishings and getting systems in place.” 

The West Brom, which unveiled £12.4 
million pre-tax profits for 2014-2015 earlier 
this year, expects to grow its workforce at 
the new five-storey headquarters by almost 
half following the move from its base in 
High Street. 

More than 400 staff will be moving into 
the building. All head office functions will 
move in including the training which is 
done in a separate site in the town. 

The Black Country’s biggest building so¬ 


ciety’s 70,000 sq ft headquarters joins other 
new buildings that have helped regenerate 
the town centre in recent years. Bosses had 
considered relocating to the Point North 
site at The Waterfront, Brierley Hill, be¬ 
fore finally deciding on the move a short 
distance across West Bromwich to the new 
site close to the £200 million flagship New 
Square shopping development. 

The new building will include state-of- 
the-art ventilation, heating and lighting 
control systems to minimise energy con¬ 
sumption. It will also house an administra¬ 
tion centre offering direct services for West 
Brom savings accounts. 


Jail for drunk man who 
slept on railway track 



A DRUNK man recklessly fell asleep 
on a railway track, causing chaos 
to train services and costing opera¬ 
tors more than £40,000 in compen¬ 
sation, a court heard. 

Matthew Baddeley told police he believed 
he was at home when discovered on the line 
at Smethwick Galton 
Bridge station, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. The 33-year-old, 
from Pendeford, Wol¬ 
verhampton, escaped 
unhurt when a train 
driver spotted him - 
but his action caused 
the cancellation of 66 
services on May 23. 

It has since cost Net¬ 
work Rail £41,000 in 
Matthew Baddeley customer compensa¬ 
tion. 

Baddeley, of Banstead Close, was jailed for 
a year after pleading guilty to obstructing a 
carriage on a railway line. Miss Wendy Miller, 
prosecuting, told the court: “The defendant 
was found lying on the railway tracks at night 
by a driver who was passing through Smeth¬ 
wick Galton Bridge. Fortunately the driver 
stopped the train. 

“When police came to investigate he was 
plainly intoxicated and thought he was at 
home in Wolverhampton. His actions resulted 
in £41,000 worth of compensation having to be 
paid out, 66 cancellations having to be made 
and significant delays to services.” 

The court heard how Baddeley has a long list 
of convictions but none related to obstructing 
a train track. 

Mr Stephen Hamblett, defending Baddeley, 
said: “He readily accepts he was intoxicated on 
the day even though he can’t remember it.” 

Judge Michael Challinor told Baddeley: “The 
harm caused by your actions is considerable. 
There has been a loss of revenue to Network 
Rail which will no doubt find its way around to 
the rail user eventually.” 

Network Rail spokesman Jon Crampton 
said: “This reckless type of behaviour puts lives 
at risk and causes disruption to passengers. We 
fully support action against those responsible.” 

Sergeant Alun Jones from British Transport 
Police said: “Baddeley’s actions put his life and 
those who had to rescue him from the tracks, 
at risk.”

THE body of a dead woman 
was discovered at a terraced 
house in a Walsall street, 
sparking a police investi¬ 
gation. Police found the 
27-year-old’s body at the 
house in Moncrieffe Street 
in the early hours of Sun¬ 
day morning. Officers were 
called at about 2.40am. 

Mother-of-three Shabina 
Bibi, aged 37, has lived in 
the street all her life and 
saw the emergency services 
arrive in the early hours 
of yesterday morning. She 
said: “At about 2.30am I 
could see the flashing lights 
outside. 

“I looked out and the po¬ 
lice were there, but that’s 
nothing new for us around 
here. You don’t want an¬ 
ything like this to happen 
on your street, it’s such a 
shame. It’s made me feel a 
bit scared to be living here.” 

Police urged anyone who 
may have information about 
the incident to come for¬ 
ward. 

Det Insp Harry Harrison 
from Force CID, who is lead¬ 
ing the investigation, said: 
“I would appeal for anyone 
who saw anything or has 
any information to contact 
police on 101 or call Crime- 
stoppers on 0800 555 111.”

Health trust to take on 
more than 100 nurses

MORE than 100 nurses will 
be recruited to Sandwell’s 
hospital trust in a bid to fill 
vacancies and boost pa¬ 
tient care. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust is looking to 
fill 110 full-time positions across its 
sites. 

It follows the recruitment of extra 
midwives and health visitors as part 
of a £500,000 investment boost the 
service offered to mothers and fam¬ 
ilies in July. 

The trust, which runs Sandwell 
Hospital, will hold an open event for 
potential new recruits on Novem¬ 
ber 14. Chief nurse Colin Ovington 
said: “The nursing vacancies we are 
seeking to fill are in areas across the 
trust, especially our hospital and 
community wards. 

“To ensure we attract the highest 
calibre of compassionate qualified 
nurses we have put in place a range 
of attractive options to encourage 
them to apply. 

Interviews 

“Staff will join a successful organ¬ 
isation which is improving quality 
all the time. 

“We are hosting a nursing recruit¬ 
ment open day as a one-stop-shop 
on November 14 when assessments, 
interviews and offers will be made 
on the same day. Details on how to 
apply are on our website.” 

The new investment in nurses 
comes as the hospital trust con¬ 
tinues to work to cut agency staff 
spend. 

As of the start of the September 
the trust had spent £7.5 million so 
far this year on temporary staff. 
Bosses have also stopped employing 
agency staff from Thornbury Nurs¬ 
ing Services in a bid to cut costs. 

They have also been taking ac¬ 
tion to reduce staff sickness after it 
emerged it has cost the trust £9m so 
far this year. 

The current sickness absence 
level of 4.91 per cent is nearly 0.5 
per cent higher than the national 
average.

A man asked to lay rat traps in the 
back gardens of two elderly women in 
Wolverhampton, an 87-year-old from 
Pennfields and an 85-year-old from 
Bradmore. 

He did gain access to the 85-year-old 
woman’s home in Bradmore by using 
the same story and it is understood he 
tried charging £80 for the traps and 
left after searching a bedroom. 

However, he was left empty handed 
after the 87-year-old turned him 
away. Chief Insp Sean Phillips, of 
Sandwell Police, said: “Unfortunately 
there are people out there who think 
nothing of targeting the most vulner¬ 
able in society.

West Midlands Police spokesman 
Billy Corrigan said: “The motorcyclist 
in his late thirties, died at the scene; 
his family have been informed.” Of¬ 
ficers are appealing for anyone who 
may have seen the crash to call 101.

PEOPLE power is transforming a 
formerly crime-ridden park in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Hawne Park has become a magnet 
for drug addicts, vandals and thieves 
over the years but residents are now 
saying ‘enough is enough’ and have 
formed a friends’ group. 

The group, which was formed by 
the residents of Carol Crescent who 
said they had seen 19 burglaries in 
the area in the last year, is already 
working to revamp the park. 

Members are working towards 
funding for a new gate, improved 


entrances and a new footpath from 
Short Street. They are also aiming 
for four new football pitches, fencing 
improvements and a toddlers play¬ 
ground. 

The friends’ group said many 
break-ins occurred in the area as 
thieves hid in the park’s overgrown 
bushes and woodland. 

After Sandra McHardy’s neigh¬ 
bour was burgled, she decided to 
pull together with husband Jim and 
neighbour Paul Thurlow to create the 
Friends of Hawne Park. 

They have held a meeting with 


police, councillors and MP James 
Morris, as well as further get-togeth¬ 
ers with Belle Vale councillors Ian 
Cooper, Donella Russell, Bob James, 
Simon Phipps. 

Group secretary Sandra McHardy 
added: “We are fundraising any which 
way we can. 

“Everybody has been tremendous 
in helping and we will be hosting a 
show on October 24 at Cornbow Hill, 
which will have Halesowen’s own mu¬ 
sical theatre singer Neil Greenway 
performing.

Toxic toy on sale for 
£1 in discount shop 


A CHILDREN’S doll containing toxic 
chemicals was on sale at a shop in 
Smethwick. 

The owners of Premier Discount in 
Cape Hill has been fined £2,000 for selling 
the £1 Girl Fashion toy containing a form 
of the dangerous chemical phthalates. 

Experts say the chemical can lead to an in¬ 
creased risk of cancer as well as other health 
hazards. Tests on the doll, a plastic girl with 
blonde hair in a pink, flow¬ 
ery dress, found it con¬ 
tained 500 times more of 
the hazardous phthalate 
DEHP than is legally al¬ 
lowed. 

Phthalates are used to 
soften plastics but toy man¬ 
ufacturers are restricted to 
using only 0.1 per cent of 
the chemical as it can be 
absorbed by chewing. The 
Smethwick doll contained 
54 per cent. As well as a 
heightened risk of cancer, 
evidence has shown that 
phthalates can lead to dam-

age to the reproductive system and asthma. 

GS Enterprises (Midlands) Limited, which 
owns the shop, was prosecuted after the doll 
was purchased by trading standards officers 
during a sting in November 2014. The sample 
was purchased as part of a project by a number 
of trading standards teams. 

Officers said they had ‘no knowledge’ 
whether any of the dolls were sold to the public. 

In addition to the chemicals breach, the 
doll’s packaging did not bear any importer or 
manufacturer details, which is also an offence. 

Company bosses were unable to show where 
they had bought the dangerous doll from when 
quizzed by investigators. The company was 
fined £1,000 for both offences after pleading 
guilty at Sandwell Magistrates’ Court and or¬ 
dered to pay an additional £1,030 in court costs. 

Bob Charnley, trading standards, said: “The 
company should have known the doll was not 
legal to sell because it was not marked with 
the details of the manufacturer or importer. 
To make matters worse its records were inad¬ 
equate.” 

Saranjit Sapra, secretary of Premier Dis¬ 
count, said: “I feel the charge we were given 
from the council was unfair but I do not want 
to comment any further.”

Square is 
real retail 
therapy to 
help town 


THERE hasn’t been much in the way of 
cheer for our beleaguered town centres 
over the past few years, but at last there 
is something to shout about. The num¬ 
ber of visitors to West Bromwich’s New 
Square shopping centre has rocketed by 
25 per cent over the past year, increasing 
from an already impressive 4.1 million in 
2015 to 5.5 million in 2015. 

The growth in visitor numbers to West 
Bromwich will inevitably mean a decline 
in shoppers somewhere else. However in 
these days where our high streets have 
been decimated by the shift towards on¬ 
line shopping and these ghastly out-of- 
town shopping centres, isn’t it heartening 
to see people returning to a once strug¬ 
gling town centre? 

Let nobody forget just how moribund 
West Bromwich was just five years ago. 
Row after row of empty shop units, take¬ 
aways and betting shops. And of course, 
the laughable Public arts complex. 

Of course, there are still many empty 
and under-used buildings in West Brom¬ 
wich, but it would be churlish to deny that 
this is now a town which has turned the 
corner after years in the doldrums. 

And planners in neighbouring towns 
would do well to look at West Bromwich 
as a shining example of what can be 
done when the powers-that-be ask, lis¬ 
ten to what both the public and business 
want, and bend over backwards to give 
it to them. Big, modern shop units rather 
than trendy highbrow arts projects, plen¬ 
tiful car parking right outside the shops 
rather than half-baked pedestrianisation 
schemes, and big-name retailers rather 
than pie-in-the-sky dreaming about her¬ 
itage and tourism.

ONE question though. Since West Bro¬ 
mwich seems to now be doing reasona¬ 
bly well, whatever does Sandwell Council 
stand to be gained by lumping itself in 
with this ridiculous joint authority? 

Already people are starting to refer to 
Birmingham and its “city region”, before 
final approval has even been ratified. 
Councillors promise there will be no loss 
of identity, but many of them are the same 
people who 10 years ago were clinging to 
a ludicrous vision that by the year 2030 
The Public would blaze a trail across the 
land for a renaissance based on the arts, 
and that Dudley would become a national 
standard-bearer for town-centre regener¬ 
ation.

Preserving the past 
has a bright future 


ROBERT COX meets the new 
Chairman of the Black Country 
Living Museum Trustees, 
college boss Lowell Williams 

THE ‘feeling of steam, dirt and 
grime in your face’ - that’s what the 
Black Country means to the man 
taking over one of its most popular 
attractions. 

Lowell Williams has guided Dudley 
College through some of the biggest 
changes in its history. And now he has 
set his sights on the Black Country Liv¬ 
ing Museum. 

Top of his agenda is transforming the Tip- 
ton Road site into more of a ‘complete experi¬ 
ence’ that throws visitors back into a different 
era. 

The Dudley College principal has been on 
the board of trustees at the Black Country 
Living Museum for 18 months and is now step¬ 
ping up to replace John Hughes as chairman. 

While respecting the progress made under 
his predecessor, who has been in the role since 
2006, Mr Williams has set his sights on ex¬ 
panding the reach of the iconic site. 

Exciting 

Earlier this year the museum’s tramway 
reopened for business after 18 months out of 
action. 

The museum has also created a new en¬ 
trance to welcome the 60,000 school children 
who visit the attraction every year, as well as 
to help cut queues. 

The new boss says it is a transformational 
and exciting phase in the museum’s history. 

He adds: “The trams are up and running. 
They have done hundreds of miles over the 
summer and everyone loves them. 

“There is a steam forge hammer which is 
currently being restored for the canal arm. It 
will be the only one in the Black Country. 

“More importantly we are working on the 
masterplan for the site. The site is good but 
there are opportunities to make it better.”

The masterplan is intended to be a 10-year 
forward plan to preserve the museum’s future. 

At Mr Hughes’ final meeting as chair, trus¬ 
tees discussed how they could ‘reimagine’ the 
site to give visitors a more authentic experi¬ 
ence. 

The museum is now a major partner of Arts 
Council England which means it can attract 
greater funding - hence the increased ambi¬ 
tion. 


It comes as the museum was turned into a 
film set last week, as BBC drama Peaky Blin¬ 
ders, starring Cillian Murphy, was shot there. 

Mr Williams says the extra exposure will 
only improve the museum’s reputation. He 
adds: “The site has been put together by an 
acquisition of assets to make our collection. 
Weaved through that is the story of the indus¬ 
trial heritage of the Black Country. 

“The board think it could be an even more 


immersive experience when people come and 
visit. It can give an even stronger impression 
of ‘black by day and red by night.’ 

“I think we can bring together some of our 
assets so they are better connected and get 
that feeling of steam, dirt and grime so it is 
really in your face as you go through.” The 
new chairman has set his sights of linking up 
further with Dudley Canal Trust and Dudley 
Zoo and also wants to build on the relationship 
with his primary employer. 

“The museum offers my students great op¬ 
portunities,” he says. “We work on the muse¬ 
um’s marketing and some of our students take 
part in our evening performances here. 

“Our engineering students work on the de¬ 
sign on some of the parts required for the vehi¬ 
cles here which you can no longer buy. 

“We can build on the great relationship and 
give back something after all they have given 
to us. 

“It is great to be taking over as chair of the 
trustees as the museum is on the up, and that 
applies to every indicator. 

“Visitor numbers are 13 per cent up. Our fi¬ 
nances, which are independent and do not rely 
on public handouts, are strong. 

“But probably more important is the mu¬ 
seum is one year into a strategic plan. We are 
finishing the appraisal for further develop¬ 
ment and there are a number of very big pro¬ 
jects about to get off the ground.” 

Building 

As for outgoing chair John Hughes, he is 
certain Mr Williams can take the attraction 
onto greater things despite the success under 
his leadership. 

He says: “It has been a very exciting and 
rewarding time and I believe the museum has 
developed considerably. 

“At the start of my period as chair we were 
coming to the end of a big building programme 
and in my time we have built the worker’s 
institute, and the whole of this 1930s street 
which has got the world-famous fish and chip 
shop, as well as three others. 

“Later there was a period of difficult trading 
but since then we have been able to grow our 
numbers and the museum is currently going to 
have incredible numbers this year. 

“I certainly feel we are on the up.”

Mother hits heights to aid hospital

A MOTHER-of-eight from Darlaston took the plunge in a 
skydive to thank a charity which provided help when she 
gave birth to her premature son. 

Diane Watkiss has raised hundreds of pounds for Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust’s Well Wishers charity, which raises 
money for equipment, services and care.

He spent five weeks in the neo natal unit at the Manor 
Hospital. 

Jenson will celebrate his first birthday in January. 

Mrs Watkiss said: “Well Wishers is such a good cause 
because maternity services does some brilliant work and 
staff are so caring and supportive.” 


Warning over complacency 


WALSALL Council has been 
warned against complacen¬ 
cy as it strives to improve its 
protection of children. 

The authority’s children’s services 
department was placed into special 
measures by Ofsted inspectors in 2012. 

The improvement notice was re¬ 
moved last summer and since then, 
the council set itself targets to work 
closer with other agencies to prevent 


children having to be safeguarded and 
to continue helping those in need. 

But Robert Lake, independent chair¬ 
man of the Walsall Local Safeguarding 
Children Board, warned complacency 
on behalf of any organisation involved 
in safeguarding could lead to Walsall 
being back where it was in 2012. 

Presenting his final findings to a 
scrutiny panel, Mr Lake said: “I am 
confident that children in Walsall are 
safer than they have been for some 


time. However, I am concerned that 
now we may let complacency sink in.

Falls in unemployment in most 
parts of the UK saw the nation’s job¬ 
less total dip by 79,000 to 1.7 million 
between June and August, the lowest 
figure since the summer of 2008.

“As a council we are always look¬ 
ing to bring in new business and it is 
a crucial part of the economic devel¬ 
opment work we do. We’ve created a 
significant number of jobs, where we 
encourage all employers to employ 
Sandwell people.”

MORE needs to be done to 
tackle the issue of mental 
health among prisoners, a 
Black Country MP has said. 

James Morris said he was 
concerned about suicide rates 
in prisons and the issue of men¬ 
tal health in the prison system. 

The MP for Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis was speaking in 
the House of Commons during 
a discussion with the chairman 
of the Justice Committee Bob 
Neill, following the publication 
of a report on prison policy. 

Mr Morris said: “Does my 
honourable friend agree that 
one way of addressing demand 
and some of the issues that 
he has raised about rehabili¬ 
tation is to look wholesale at 
how mental health is tackled in 
prisons?” 

Mr Neill agreed that im¬ 
provements could be made. He 
said: “My experience always 
was that some people end up 
in prison because they are very 
bad people, but a lot of people 
end up in prison because they 
are vulnerable and fragile 
and their circumstances have 
worked out badly. They need 
some help to be rehabilitated.” 


Pledge to find workers jobs after 
caparo industries collapse shock 



Caparo Industries has called in administrators as the firm struggles 


AN MP has hit out at the 
‘shocking news’ of 1,700 
jobs at risk in the Black 
Country following Cap¬ 
aro Industries calling in 
the administrators. 

West Bromwich West MP 
Adrian Bailey, said: “We will 
do all we can to help those 
who are affected by job losses 
find employment with local 
companies. 

“It’s shocking news and a huge 
blow to the Black Country. Un¬ 
less the Government intervenes, 
there won’t be a British steel 
industry in a year’s time. I will 
do everything I can to save their 
jobs.” 

GMB, the union for steel work¬ 
ers, has said ‘only the Govern¬ 
ment has the power to act’ upon 
the threat of the industry. 

Joe Morgan, GMB Regional 
Secretary for West Midlands, 
said “This is even more bad news 
for our members and their fam¬ 
ilies. David Cameron needs to 


button hole Chinese President 
Xi Jinping, while he is in London 
with his 900 strong entourage, 
to get a stop to dumping Chinese 
steel in the UK below the costs 
of making it. 

“Amber Rudd needs to get on 
with the energy compensation 
scheme. Only Government has 


the power to act. Without imme¬ 
diate action the position facing 
steel workers is dire” 

The company, part of the 
wider Caparo group owned 
by Lord Paul of Marylebone, 
Chancellor of the University of 
Wolverhampton, is the biggest 
manufacturing business in the 


Black Country. The business has 
20 sites across Willenhall, West 
Bromwich, Wednesbury and Cra- 
dley Heath. 

It is the latest to fall victim to 
the crisis gripping the UK steel 
industry and will continue as a 
going concern under administra¬ 
tors from PricewaterhouseCoop- 
ers (PwC) while attempts are 
made to forge a long-term future 
for the business. 

Most of the companies within 
the business are likely to be 
bought up by a new Caparo en¬ 
tity, but some less profitable op¬ 
erations may face being sold off 
or closed if a new owner cannot 
be found. That could mean job 
losses, potentially in the hun¬ 
dreds. 

It comes as the UK steel in¬ 
dustry reels from the loss of 
around 2,200 jobs at the SSI mill 
at Redcar and the impending an¬ 
nouncement of 1,200 jobs losses 
at Tata Steel in Scunthorpe and 
Scotland. Tata employs around 
700 people in the Black Country, 
most of them at its Wednesfield 


Steelpark. All three companies 
have been hit by the crisis in the 
steel industry, afflicted by com¬ 
petition from cheap Chinese im¬ 
ports, the strength of the pound 
and the country’s high cost of 
energy. 

Caparo Industries warned in 
its most recent set of accounts 
that it faced ‘difficult trading 
conditions’. They show turnover 
in 2014 down by 1.3 per cent to 
£368.1 million while the group 
fell to a £700,000 operating loss, 
compared to a £3.1m profit the 
year before. Caparo Industries’ 
UK operations made an operat¬ 
ing loss of £2.5m. 

The pound has continued to re¬ 
main high while the price of steel 
has fallen to 10-year lows. While 
the wider Caparo group is based 
in London, Caparo Industries is 
run from offices at Popes Lane, 
Oldbury, where the firm also has 
some of its tubes businesses. A 
spokesman for PwC said: “Staff 
will work and be paid as normal 
while the administrators assess 
the state of the business.”

Rebel alliance 
on charter vote

IT says something about trust 
in politicians when a govern¬ 
ment has to pass a law to 
make itself keep a promise. 

That’s effectively what hap¬ 
pened with George Osborne’s 
‘fiscal charter’, which in a nutshell 
it compels the government to clear 
the deficit and then get a surplus by 
2019/20 and run one every year after¬ 
wards. 

It sounds sensible on paper. Or as 
the Chancellor likes to put it, it’s ‘fix¬ 
ing the roof while the sun is shining’. 

After years of deficit, borrowing and 
debt, the idea that the government 
might have squirrelled a bit of money 
away to stop the economy going off a 
cliff again in the wake of another, dev¬ 
astating global recession is actually 
rather comforting. 

Capital 

There are, of course, reasons to 
believe this is a bit of a gamble, even 
though it smacks of prudence. 

For a start it ropes in capital spend¬ 
ing. That means it puts a limit on the 
amount of money that could be spent 
on big infrastructure projects - new 
roads and transport and lots of other 
things that would not only create jobs 
in the planning and construction but 
improve things for businesses who 
would also go on to create jobs. This is 
where Labour is coming from, sort of. 

It took the new shadow chancellor 
John McDonnell a while to get there, 
of course. A couple of weeks ago he was 
all ready to back the charter. 


Adrian Bailey MP, West Bromwich West 

Then Labour’s MPs got told they 
would have to vote against it. There 
wasn’t much in the way of a discus¬ 
sion about it either. 

And 21 of them decided to defy the 
party whip and abstain. It’s not as 
though Jeremy Corbyn could really 
blame them. He’s voted against La¬ 
bour more than David Cameron has. 

But it also made a rebel out of the 
normally very loyal MP for West Bro¬ 
mwich West, Adrian Bailey. 

According to the Public Whip web¬ 
site he voted another way to the ma¬ 
jority in his party just eight times out 
of 920 in the whole of the last Parlia¬ 
ment (and that includes free votes as 
well as the whipped ones). 

But he’s been looking at Labour’s 
internal polling and is certain he 
knows why Labour lost the election - 
it wasn’t trusted to run the economy. 


Dudley North MP Ian Austin 

Meanwhile fellow Black Country 
rebel Ian Austin (it’s a rebel alliance, 
like Star Wars) brought to mind Ad¬ 
miral Ackbar in Return of the Jedi 
when he declared the fiscal charter 
vote to be ‘a trap’. 

For a trap it was. If Labour had 
voted for it, it was effectively en¬ 
dorsing austerity and all the things 
it professes to stand against. Vote it 
down and the message sent was that 
the party did not believe in ‘respon¬ 
sibility’. 

The reality is that the charter itself 
is meaningless. Parliament is sover¬ 
eign. It can make and unmake any 
law. As long as a party has a majority 
and all its MPs on side it will win the 
vote.

Stuart Bathurst Catholic High 
School opened in September 1965 
with 120 students.

The school is named after Canon 


Stuart Bathurst who came to be parish 
priest at St Mary’s Church, Wednes- 
bury in 1871. 

He was a man born to immense 
wealth and privilege but abandoned 
this when he was ordained by Blessed 
John Henry Newman. 

Canon Bathurst saw the appalling 
poverty and living conditions of his 
poor congregation and he realised that 
to improve their lives he would need to 


provide education. So, using his own 
money he built two schools - one for 
seniors and one for juniors. 

He saw education as the key to per¬ 
sonal growth and as the means to en¬ 
able young people to make the fullest 
contribution to the common good of 
society. 

Foundation 

Next, he turned his attention to his 
church. The old one was demolished 
and the foundation of the new church 
was laid on May 26, 1873. 

The ethos of the school embodies 


everything that Canon Bathurst held 
dear: love of God, charity and being 
truly inclusive. It is this ethos that has 
helped the school go from strength to 
strength, becoming the most improved 
school in the borough of Sandwell. 

Each year the school has seen great¬ 
er achievements, culminating in their 
recent record breaking GCSE results, 
which places Stuart Bathurst Catholic 
High School among the top performing 
schools in Sandwell. 

The staff believe it is by building on 
ideals of charity, selflessness and love 
of God which gives students a unique 


balance of traditional values coupled 
with progressive teaching, thus ensur¬ 
ing that every student reaches his or 
her full potential and beyond.

A £5.2 MILLION project to restore 
a stately home and park has re¬ 
sumed, with workers back on site 
after the project ground to a halt 
earlier this year. 

Work at Lightwoods House and Park 
in Bearwood was suspended after the 
original contractor went into adminis¬ 
tration putting the scheme in doubt. 

But the site is once bustling with activity 
after the contract was transferred to new 
company HB&C. Preparations have been 
taking place and workers last week picked 
up where the project left off. 

They are working on the stately home 
from the roof down. New scaffolding has 
been put up and work is taking place to build 
chimneys. The previous chimneys were re¬ 
moved after years of being exposed to the el¬ 
ements took its toll. Work is also taking place 
on other parts of the roof. 

Councillor Richard Marshall said construc¬ 
tion teams were working to have the major¬ 
ity of the outside work complete before the 
winter months. 

“In this way even if we have a terrible win¬ 
ter they will be able to work on the interior 
of the building without any further delays,” 
he said. 

“It is great to have the project up and run¬ 
ning again,” Councillor Marshall added. 

“There are a number of teams working on 
different parts of the site. Obviously we have 
lost around four months on the project but 
we are aiming to have the project completed

Tobacco sniffed 
out by dogs at 
stores in town 

SNIFFER dogs helped uncover thou¬ 
sands of cigarettes and hundreds 
of kilos of tobacco on three raids on 
shops in Smethwick. Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil’s trading standards team, working 
with police and immigration officers, 
used the special dogs on the opera¬ 
tion, which follows other successful 
raids in recent months. 

Officers found 27,100 cigarettes and 
278.5kg of hand-rolling tobacco with a 
retail worth in excess of £22,000. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, leader of 
Sandwell Council, said: “This is vital 
work because we are determined to 
search out people selling illegal ciga¬ 
rettes and tobacco.” 

The latest haul comes as as part of 
a council crackdown which has seen 
seven traders successfully prosecuted 
in the borough. One was forced to pay 
out £6,000 while another was given a 
12-week prison sentence suspended 
for 18 months. 

Another was also given a 12-month 
community order and ordered to carry 
out 180 hours of unpaid work. 

Eight licensing reviews have been 
requested by trading standards of¬ 
ficers against shopkeepers for stock¬ 
ing illegal and counterfeit tobacco.

Rare cup memorabilia 
to go under hammer 


A PAIR of the most rare 
and valuable Black Coun¬ 
try football programmes 
go under the hammer later 
this month. 

The monumental 1886 FA Cup 
final programme between West 
Bromwich Albion and Blackburn 
Rovers is made up of just a single 
sheet, featuring the team line-ups 
and an advertisement on the back. 

It is one of the rarest pieces of 
football memorabilia and is par¬ 
ticularly significant as it was Albi¬ 
on’s first ever appearance at an FA 
Cup final. 

The programme was worth 
two old pennies at the time and 
has been described as ‘extremely 
scarce’. It will go up for sale at Gra¬ 
ham Budd Auctions in a ‘Sporting 
Memorabilia’ auction in London on 
October 27. 

The match was played at 
the Kennington Oval, now the 
Test-playing home of Surrey 
County Cricket Club, to a crowd of 
15,000 on April 3. Albion boasted 
four England internationals in

their team, with goalkeeper Bob 
Roberts, midfielder Charlie Perry, 
forward George Woodhall and cap¬ 
tain Jem Bayliss. It was the first of 
West Brom’s 10 FA Cup final ap¬ 
pearances and was the first time 
a Midlands club had reached the 
final. 

Auctioneer Graham Budd said: 
“Any programmes of this nature, 
pre-First World War are excep¬ 
tionally rare. This programme was 
worth only two old pennies in 1886, 
but we expect a number of collec¬ 
tors to show a very keen interest 
as it is a very scarce piece of mem¬ 
orabilia. 

“I imagine we’d be looking in the 
region of £20,000 to £25,000 for it.” 

The match finished 0-0, with one 
of the rules at the time being both 
teams needed to agree for extra 
time to take place. Albion were 
keen to continue but Blackburn 
Rovers refused, forcing a replay a 


week later at Derbyshire County 
Cricket Club’s Racecourse Ground. 

The replay was noteworthy as it 
was the first time an FA Cup final 
had been played outside of London 
and both the final and replay being 
refereed by Major Francis Marin - 
din. 

Blackburn went on to beat Al¬ 
bion 2-0, making it their third suc¬ 
cessive FA Cup final victory. 

At the same auction there will 
also be a 1921 Wolves v Tottenham 
Hotspur FA Cup final programme, 
which was played at Stamford 
Bridge. It originally cost 6d, which 
was sixpence, or three pence in 
modern money and was produced 
as it was one of the last finals 
played before the competition 
moved to Wembley in 1923. 

Wolves were led by their first 
club manager, Jack Addenbro- 
oke, but went down 1-0 to a single 
Jimmy Dimmock goal. The the cup 
was presented by King George V. 

Mr Budd believes the pro¬ 
gramme will fetch between ‘£1,000 
and £1,500.’

IT’S been about two years since 
The Cornhouse opened its doors 
to an unsuspecting Shropshire 
public. 

The delightful bistro at the foot of 
Shrewsbury’s Wyle Cop had undergone a 
transformative change. Under its former 
ownership it had been dark, dingy and dis¬ 
tinctly unpalatable. 

And then, almost overnight, it was con¬ 
verted by its new owners into a bright and 
breezy, light and airy venue that produced 
distinctive and consistently good gastro 
classics. 

The Cornhouse occupies a fabulous loca¬ 
tion; it’s an easy walk for townsfolk and is 
between two of the town’s largest car parks, 
providing easy access for visitors. It seems 
to be busy most of the time and earns de- 
cent-to-good reviews on TripAdvisor. I just

get the feeling, however, that it’s ready to 
move up a level. 

The service is pretty good. Two men were 
working the floor on the evening my friend 
and I dined. They were exceptional. A slim, 
dark-haired man was a class act. He’d 
booked our table earlier and was attentive 
and engaging throughout. Charming and 
polite, he ran the show like clockwork, mak¬ 
ing sure our glasses were always half-full, 
rather than half-empty. He was a real asset. 

The food was pretty good, but could have 
been better. It was tasty, well-presented 
and decently-priced - but not particularly 
memorable. A flash of inspiration, a twist 
more seasoning, an additional ingredient 
here and there - those are the things that 
would have made all the difference. 

My friend started with a beetroot-and- 


vodka-cured salmon dish. Beautifully 
coloured and with knock-your-socks-off 
quantities of vodka, it was an accomplished 
if unspectacular starter. My crispy lamb 
salad was equally decent. Thin strips of 
deep-fried pulled lamb were golden and 
crunchy, contrasting well with the bitter 
leaves beneath. It was decent, but, in truth, 
it needed something else. 

Crispy 

The mains were similar. They were pretty 
good, decent but unremarkable. I opted for 
a chilli beef salad. Thin strips of crispy 
beef were piled high atop an Asian slaw. 
The plate had been scattered with cashew 
nuts and drizzled with sweet chilli. The 
contrasting zing-zang flavours and pleasing 
textures were a delight. The creaminess of 
the cashews provided balance against the 
gentle, just-two-on-the-thermostat heat of 


the chilli. It was good, but not great; ser¬ 
viceable but unspectacular. 

The bangers and mash was also fine. My 
friend polished off the plate and had no 
complaints. Though it wasn’t food that cap¬ 
tured the imagination, the ingredients were 
of a good quality and had been pleasantly 
cooked. 

A warm waffle and ice cream finished off 
my friend’s evening - and probably made 
his trousers a little tighter than they were 
at the start of the evening. Again, it was 
pleasant and enjoyable, if not unremarka¬ 
ble. I ate lemon tart, which was served with 
tart berries. It was so-so. 

The Cornhouse has established itself as 
a popular and respected venue during two 
hard years of trading. Running restaurants 
is no easy game and the owners deserve all 
credit for their work. It’s time now, how¬ 
ever, to push on and reach the next level.

Not only do British talent Kelly 
Adams (Mr Selfridge) and Gemma 
Jones (Bridget Jones’ Diary) grace the 
narrow streets tonight, there is also a 
cameo role from Hollywood A-lister 
Sigourney Weaver (Aliens). 

Doc Martin star Martin Clunes 
revealed that Weaver was a big fan of 
the comedy drama and jumped at the 
chance of featuring in some small 
way.

Penhale is initially confused by this 
turn of events, but actor John 
Marquez knows that his character will 
be delighted. ‘The move is what he 
has always wanted in his life. It has 
been his dream to have his work 
noticed and respected. It’s a dream to 
go and work in the big city and have a 
better job,” he said. So, it looks like 
Portwenn could be losing one of it’s 
most-loved characters - but will any of 
the residents be bothered? 

Another character facing a change 
is Bert Large (Ian McNeice), whose 
financial problems with the restaurant 
have given him no end of trouble. In 
tonight’s episode, he has to face his 
past and return to life as a handyman.

Kia is a car maker which has come a long 
way in a relatively short time - and has now 
pressed the ‘go’ pedal again by bursting into 
a new sector of the market. 

Yes, Kia has gone sporty with a new range of cars 
based on its popular cee’d, and powered by a new 
and highly efficient range of engines. But it hasn’t 
gone over the top by abandoning its core values of 
value and keeping ownership costs down. 

The new pro_cee’d includes a sharply-styled version, the 
GT Line, with attractive coupe styling and something extra 
under the bonnet to attractive new buyers without breaking 
the bank. While it shares many of the styling and technolog¬ 
ical features of the 200bhp flagship pro_cee’d GT, it comes 
with a lower price, insurance, fuel and taxation costs. 

The ‘standard’ cee’d has proven itself as a family-friendly 
hatchback and a value for money rival to the likes of the 
Ford Focus. But the car also showed itself to have track day 
credentials with its regular appearances as the ‘reasonably 
priced car’ driven by various stars on BBC’s Top Gear series. 

The pro_ceed GT Line’s sporting good looks and high 
specification can only add to its street credibility, and its 
new petrol and diesel engine options are well up to the task. 

The 1.0 litre petrol turbo in the test car can only be de¬ 
scribed as a gem: don’t be surprised if it turns up elsewhere 
in the Kia range before long. It’s also the lowest priced ver¬ 
sion of the GT Line range, at £19,720. 

Kia isn’t the first car maker to turbocharger a small en¬ 
gine, of course: you get a car capable of more performance 
when you need it but better economy and lower C02 emis¬ 
sions in normal driving, particularly around town. 

The figures speak for themselves - 0 to 60mph in 10.7 
seconds and an official average of 57.6mpg with C02 emis¬ 
sions of 118g/km for the 118bhp version (there’s also a low¬ 
er rated 98bhp option which is slightly more economical). 

To put that into context, the higher-rated Kia has around 
50 per cent more oomph than a typical, normally-aspirated 
one litre car, and with 171Nm of torque it has nearly twice 
the pulling power, too. And, of course, it’s bigger, with more 
passenger and cargo space than such rivals. 

Satisfying 

This impacts on the way the car drives, too. It has more 
get up and go at lower engine speeds, with no need to rev 
hard between gears or find yourself getting bogged down 
on the exit to corners. It’s more relaxed and more satisfying, 
giving the feel of a bigger petrol or diesel engine while keep¬ 
ing small car economy. 

It shares suspension and steering upgrades wtth the rest 
of the cee’d range and is the same size as the familiar five- 
door cee’d, but is noticeably lower and the ‘B’ pillar has 
been moved back, allowing for significantly wider doors to 
allow for easier access to the rear seats. 

It’s a competent car to drive, with well-weighted steering, 
a slick six-speed gearbox and efficient brakes, A relaxing 
experience in a comfortable, well-equipped cabin. Aerody¬ 
namic and mechanical improvements included in the rede¬ 
sign mean it’s quieter, too. 

You’ll soon spot a pro_cee’d on the road: not only be¬ 
cause of its three-door coupe lines but the four ‘ice cube’ 
style LED sidelights in their sculpted black housing are par¬ 
ticularly distinctive. Daytime running lights, bespoke 17- 
inch alloys, a twin exhaust and side sill extensions add to the 
car’s sporting flavour, with black trim highlighted by silver 
stitching plus some high-gloss and chrome finishes. 

Air conditioning and a cooled glovebox are standard 
across the range, with a seven-inch touch screen on the 
centre console for satnav and traffic messaging system. 
There is also a new audio and connectivity system, with 
an iPod/MP3 compatible, six-speaker DAB radio, Bluetooth 
and, on higher spec models, music streaming. All versions 
are fitted with safety features such as stability control and hill 
start assist, six airbags, speed sensitive autolocking, split/ 
fold rear seats, electric front windows and door mirrors. 

The new pro_cee’d range also has a new 1.6 litre tur¬ 
bodiesel option with power up from 126 to 134bhp and a 
wider band of torque. Official fuel average for the manual 
gearbox version is 74.3mpg with a tax-busting 99g/km of 
C02 emissions. This version also comes with the option of 
a seven-speed dual clutch automatic gearbox, with figures 
of 67.3mpg and 109g/km. 

Other power options include a 1.4, 98bhp petrol engine in 
the eight-model pro_cee’d line-up. 

Kia has won many friends with its reputation for providing 
the motoring public with honest cars at reasonable prices. 
The pro_cee’d range is an extension of that: cars offering 
sporty good looks with new, highly efficient engines offering 
performance without paying a heavy price in running costs. 

The Gt Line 1.0 turbo tested comes with an insurance rat¬ 
ing of group 12 and all models come with Kia’s seven-year, 
100,000 mile warranty.

SsangYong isn’t the best-known name on 
Britain’s roads, but its latest model may be 
about to win the car maker new friends. 

The Double Dragons brand, which has been 
making 4x4s for years, has dipped its toes into a 
new sector of the market with the Tivoli, a val- 
ue-for-money entry into the burgeoning B-segment 
SUV market. 

It’s a growth sector across the world and particularly in 
western Europe with new models such as the Mazda CX-3 
and the Fiat 500X joining the scramble for sales this year. 

Smaller than the company’s revamped Korando, it 
shares its bigger brother’s core philosophy: offering a high 
specification, economical SUV at a price where rival ranges 
start. 

You can buy a Tivoli, depending on trim and your choice of 
petrol or diesel option, from between £12,950 and £19,500. 
At present there are only two-wheel drive versions in the UK, 
but the 4x4 models will be here by the end of the year. 

The test car was the well-equipped ELX manual, powered 
by a punchy yet economical 1.6-litre diesel. This new engine 
turns out 115PS of power and a hefty (for its size) 300Nm of 
torque, all of which is available from just 1,500rpm. 

It’s a lot for a B-segment sized car, so pulls strongly al¬ 
most from the word go and all the way through the gears. 

Appeal 

It’s vital statistics are 0 to 62mph in under 12 seconds, an 
average of almost 66mpg and a low 113g/km C02 rating - 
the sort of figures to appeal to potential buyers looking for a 
new SUV whose running costs won’t break the bank. 

It is the only thing ‘cheap’ about the Tivoli tested, as its 
interior has a classy, upmarket feel and is certainly well 
equipped despite the price tag. 

It starts with a pair of supportive and comfortable leather 
sports-style seats for the driver and front passenger, with 
enough room in the back that even six-footers won’t feel 
cramped - the Tivoli is one of the widest cars in its class. The 
D-shaped sports steering wheel is leather clad and heated, 
adding to the premium feel. 

The trim appears well-finished, particularly around the 
centre console and controls, and includes a seven-inch 
touch screen with satnav, often an extra on some of its com¬ 
petitors. The screen also doubles as the reversing camera 
screen and control centre for the six-speaker audio system, 
with its RDS radio plus Bluetooth and iPod connectivity. 

Dual-zone climate control, automatic headlamps and wip¬ 
ers, heated front seats, front and rear parking sensors and 
cruise control are among the items which help to elevate the 
Tivoli up a class or two in value-for-money terms. 

SsangYong has taken a slightly different road to some of 
its rivals, too: instead of looking like a bigger, taller version of 
a family hatchback, it does actually look like a modern 4x4. 
You still get all the advantages of a commanding view and a 
seat hip height which makes access easy. 

On the ELX the 18in diamond cut wheels may not be ideal 
for off-roading (you wouldn’t want to risk scuffs and scratch¬ 
es), but they certainly look the part in the high street, espe¬ 
cially with the big 215/45 tyres. 

Rigid 

Safety is well-catered for, beginning with its rigid mono- 
coque construction which also means light weight and 
translates into sure, precise handling. 

Plus there are seven airbags and the now standard fea¬ 
tures such as stability, emergency brake and hill start assist 
systems are supplemented by an active rollover protection 
system, speed-sensitive automatic door locking and hazard 
warning lights, which automatically activate if you have to do 
an emergency stop. The brakes are discs all round (ventilat¬ 
ed at the front) with four-channel ABS. 

The boot space of 423 litres is large for the class, and 
naturally split-fold rear seats add flexibility for different pas¬ 
senger/cargo combinations. 

The 1.6 diesel gives plenty of relaxed performance for 
most drivers (especially if you’re economy minded) but 
there is the option of a 1.6-litre petrol powerplant with 128PS 
of power which has a C02 rating 149g/km with the ‘stop/go’ 
system. A six-speed manual gearbox is standard, but a six- 
speed auto is available as an option. 

The diesel engine in the test car is brand new, and 
SsangYong engineers have put a lot of effort into optimum 
power delivery in the mid ranges while also minimising 
noise. Indeed, it doesn’t get raucous even when approach¬ 
ing the rev limit, although in practice that’s not really some¬ 
thing you need to do. 

It combines style with more traditional, businesslike 4x4 
looks, an efficient new engine range and excellent economy. 

But when it comes to money, there are few rivals who offer 
the same levels of luxury and equipment for the price.

Popular 
Juke gets 
an update 

Nissan’s Juke has sold like hot cakes and the 
latest update keeps the design extreme but 
adds smarter technology, cleaner engines 
and more personalisation options. 

By most accepted rules of vehicle marketing, this 
shouldn’t happen. For a car with as divisive a look as 
the Nissan Juke to rack up such huge sales would 
suggest that those who love it really love it. 

There’s a choice of two powerplants. The 1.2-litre DIG-T 
petrol engine, developed in conjunction with partners Re¬ 
nault features turbocharging and direct injection to deliver 
115PS and 190Nm of torque. Despite its modest size, this 
1197cc turbo four packs a real punch, offering sharper ac¬ 
celeration and greater torque than the old 1.6-litre natural¬ 
ly-aspirated motor. 

The popular 1.6 DIG-T turbo petrol unit delivers lower end 
torque below 2,000rpm. Producing 190PS, this is available 
in both front and all-wheel drive versions. Go for an all-wheel 
drive variant and you have the option to specify the Xtronic 
transmission gearbox, which further improves fuel efficiency 
and acceleration. 

The Juke’s elevated stance but diminutive overall length 
doesn’t promise a stellar driving experience, but within a few 
yards you’ll realise that this is a fun car to hustle about. Nis¬ 
san Dynamic Control helps here; an advanced driver control 
system giving the choice of three different driving modes, 
Normal, Sport or Eco, along with instant driving information 
and vehicle setting controls. The torque vectoring system 
on the latest all-wheel drive model incorporates technology 
that Nissan initially used to such devastating effect on their 
GT-R supercar-slayer. 

At the front, the upper lamps have been redesigned and 
now incorporate bi-intensity LED daytime running lamps, 
while the headlamps have Xenon bulbs for better visibility. 
Door mirrors get LED indicators and, where fitted, camer¬ 
as for the Around View Monitor. Bumpers, tail lights, alloy 
wheels and available colours have all been tweaked. The 
Sunlight Yellow metallic is sure to be popular with those who 
resolutely refuse to blend in. Nissan also offers coloured in¬ 
serts which can be applied to the mirror caps, side sills, roof 
spoiler and door handles in order to further personalise the 
exterior. 

Perspective 

Rival manufacturers were left scratching their heads when 
Nissan started selling Jukes from around £13,000. To put 
into perspective quite how good the value proposition is 
here, consider the fact that you can now buy a 1.2-litre tur¬ 
bocharged Juke for less than the price of a 1.0-litre normal¬ 
ly-aspirated Ford Fiesta. 

It’s not as if the Juke is lacking in equipment either. Stand¬ 
ard on all models are LED daytime running lamps, CD radio 
with an AUX-in socket, gear-shift indicator and a tyre pres¬ 
sure monitor. 

The Visia 1.5 dCi and 1.6-litre DIG-T versions add alloy 
wheels, manual air conditioning, a drive computer and 
driver seat height adjustment. Go for the Acenta trim and 
you receive front fog lights, 17in alloy wheels, automatic air 
conditioning, remote audio controls, Bluetooth connectivity 
for phone and audio streaming, cruise control and a speed 
limiter, along with the Nissan Dynamic Control System and 
chrome interior touches. It’s no wonder this model has prov¬ 
en so popular. 

Tekna models add power folding door mirrors, light and 
rain sensors, the ‘i-Key with Start/Stop’ package and the 
latest NissanConnect with rear-view parking/reversing cam¬ 
era, Around View Monitor and Safety Shield. NissanConnect 
now offers smartphone connectivity through a 5.8in colour 
touch screen. The sat nav system integrates with Google to 
give information that ranges from weather forecasts to the 
location of fuel stations, hotels, restaurants and other points 
of interest. 

A clever send-to-car function also allows drivers to search 
for their destination on their PC at home, then send desti¬ 
nation instructions to their car’s NissanConnect system at 
the click of a button. The set-up includes Bluetooth audio 
streaming and mobile phone integration, as well as AUX-in 
and USB slots.

Minibus fits| 
bill on city 
streets and 
open roads

A big nine-seater minibus with a mere 1.6 li¬ 
tres under the bonnet - just a few years ago 
the idea would have been almost laughable. 

But the new Renault Trafic Passenger is a graphic 
illustration of how far the motor industry has come 
on fuel efficiency: smaller, cleaner but still powerful 
engines which are better for the environment as well 
as the operator’s pockets. 

In fact over its 35 year life and successive modifications, 
the 1.6 diesel (in single and twin turbo versions, with a range 
of outputs) had become the standard, compared to the 2.5 
and later 2.0 litre units which previously provided the motive 
power. 

The test version, in Business specification, was powered 
by the 115Ps turbo diesel, the middle of the three options, 
also produces 300Nm of torque, much of it available from 
engine speeds barely above tickover. 

Commercial 

With its six-speed gearbox, it’s equally at home on city 
streets or open roads, and whether you have just the driver 
on board or a full complement of nine adults seems to make 
little difference. 

This, after all, a minibus but it’s based on a commercial 
vehicle chassis and drivetrain capable of carrying much 
heavier loads - some 1,239kg in this 115Ps, standard whee- 
base version. 

In passenger guise, the 115 Trafic SWB is capable of av¬ 
eraging 43.5mpg, according to official figures, with 170g/ 
km of Co2. 

Other options now include the latest twin turbo dCi power 
plants, with 125Ps and 145Ps respectively, which offer more 
power and torque but are leaner and cleaner, too, meeting 
the latest EU6b emissions regulations. 

The nine seats are set in three rows of three, the second 
and third rows of which are easily removable without the 
use of tools which adds flexibility to the vehicle for business 
users who only occasionally need to transport customers 
or employees. 

Access is via large sliding doors on either side, with the 
second row seat on the nearside folding forward to make 
access easier to the third row. All the seats have head re¬ 
straints and three-point seatbelts. 

The driver has a commanding view, not only in front but 
all round thanks to the large passenger windows and big, 
commercial vehicle style wing mirrors which are electrically 
adjustable. 

The tall seat has height and lumbar support adjustment, 
and you get a fold-down armrest, too. 

The steering is light and the braking system (discs all 
round with ABS) is progressive and effective - not too sharp 
that it will upset your passengers. 

Slick 

The short gear level, mounted on a pod in the centre con¬ 
sole, has a slick, easy action but the handbrake - mounted 
on the floor - is a bit of a reach. 

Fortunately that’s not much of an issue in everyday driv¬ 
ing as the hill start assist system is so effective even with a 
full complement of passengers that reaching for the lever is 
more seeking comfort than a real need. 

The standard wheelbase version has a turning circle of 
under 12 metres, so it isn’t difficult to manoeuvre around 
town and in car parks, particularly with such an excellent all 
round view. 

Aerodynamic and sound-deadening measures have 
made the latest Trafic range quieter, which is just as impor¬ 
tant to a working vehicle as a purely passenger one. 

It comes with electric windows, a whole raft of cabin stor¬ 
age areas, and new technology in the form of a DAB digital 
radio, Bluetooth and USB connectivity. 

Like its commercial cousin, the Passenger is also fitted 
with safety systems including stability and traction control, 
plus a anti-trailer swing system if you need to tow. 

Higher grade vehicles also come with the benefit of fea¬ 
tures such as air conditioning, cruise control, parking sen¬ 
sors, satnav, alloy wheels and automatic headlights. 

Gas-filled struts make light work of opening the large - full 
width and height - rear cargo door, with a flat load floor at 
just about knee height to store cases and bags behind the 
third row seats. 

Operators of the long wheelbase version get enough 
space there to take a large family and all their luggage on a 
fortnight’s holiday. 

There are lots of storage spaces, including cupholders, 
neatly placed within the driver’s reach. 

Prices start from £26,780 for the SWB 95dCi model rising 
to £32,335 for the top specification Sport version, with long 
wheelbase body and the latest 145Ps twin turbo engine.

Tourer 
practicality 
but sport 
car look

We’ll never know how close the new Suba¬ 
ru came to being called the Galuto, Acolin or 
Cyting before the company decided on Lev- 
org. 

It’s a mix of the words Legacy (a well respected 
existing car from Subaru), Revolution and Touring. So 
the other three work just as well. 

Beneath this unusual moniker sits a car that might have 
been designed especially for a limited number of potential 
car buyers, all of them deeply wedded to Subaru’s design 
ethos. 

So the Levorg features three features bound up with the 
very idea of a modern Subaru, all items that the select band 
of Subaru faithful find essential in the car of their dreams. 

They are, from the front, an engine whose four cylinders 
sit flat to the ground, unlike the tall block of oiliness usually 
found under a bonnet. This puts the weight closer to the 
road and the car ought to attack corners with less lean in 
the process. 

Then - back a little - we come to the front wheels. Which 
in the Levorg’s case are given the same amount of power to 
transmit as the pair at the back. 

Yes, it’s permanent four-wheel drive, another Subaru arti¬ 
cle of faith and the saviour of many a country vet on a wet, 
slippery road deep in a Yorkshire dale. 

And, sitting behind that lie-flat engine is a gearbox without 
any gears, or more accurately, only one, which varies itself 
as you push the throttle harder. That, theoretically at least, 
ought to mean the engine is always performing at its most 
economical. We’ll see. 

Holding all the mechanical bits together is an estate car 
body that has more space inside for people and luggage 
than the last Legacy Tourer. Subaru reckons it has the ‘im¬ 
posing presence of a sports car with the practicality of a 
tourer’, which is pushing it a bit. To these eyes the Levorg 
looks like a sensible estate car with a big bonnet scoop hint¬ 
ing at a rally-filled past. 

If you think all of the above marks Subaru out as a com¬ 
pany that ploughs its own furrow, you’d be right. It expects 
to sell a modest 500 Levorgs in a full year in the UK and you 
can bet there are that number of potential buyers for whom 
this car - and no other - fits the bill precisely. 

Once the decision is taken that it’s going to be new Le¬ 
vorg on the drive, there is little else to consider, except the 
colour. The car comes with but a single choice of equipment 
(thankfully, there’s a lot of it) and in just three metallic col¬ 
ours - grey, white or blue. 

Rivals - the Volvo V60 and Mazda6 estate are mentioned 
by Subaru - offer lots more choice (diesels, front drive only 
and manual gearboxes, for instance) but that is never the 
point with a Subaru. Owners love them for their individuality. 

They will also like the Levorg for its kit count, which in¬ 
cludes LED headlights, 18 inch alloy wheels, keyless ac¬ 
cess, leather seats (heated in the front), navigation with a 
big touchscreen, dual zone air conditioning and a rear park¬ 
ing camera. 

Out on a mix of scenic Yorkshire roads, the Levorg’s 
new turbocharged 1.6 litre petrol engine felt stronger than 
its quoted 168bhp and the CVT transmission avoided the 
soaring revs that used to mark keen use of similar systems. 

In fact, on the right (smoothish) surface the Levorg cracks 
along with enthusiasm. Rougher roads produced an un¬ 
welcome pattering from the wheels but the car never felt 
less than welded to the road. We didn’t try for the claimed 
130mph top speed or 0-62mph dash in 8.9 seconds. 

The test car showed 31 mpg on its clear trip computer af¬ 
ter a morning’s work; not a bad return, if inevitably shy of 
the official 39.8mpg. The car’s 164g/km C02 output attracts 
£180 annual road tax. 

Like every Subaru in living memory, there is an indestructi¬ 
ble feel about an interior that looks well ordered if a bit plain 
and obviously meant to do the business for years and years. 





























New coach 
is looking to 
bring edge 
to Albion 

ALBION’S new first-team coach 
Ben Garner said he wants to help 
give the Baggies an attacking edge 
to add to their defensive solidity. 

The 35-year-old, who joined at 
the end of last week, helped Crys¬ 
tal Palace establish themselves as 
a Premier League club, and now 
he wants to push Albion further 
up the league. 

“With Tony you will always 
have a strong platform,” said Gar¬ 
ner. “The level of detail he puts 
into team is excellent, bar none. 
Here we want to build from that 
platform, develop the attacking 
side of the game and be a threat. 

“If you’re going to go to that 
next level you need to develop the 
players you’ve got but also build 
on it and add to it. You can’t stand 
still in the Premier League.” A 
fractured ankle at 18 put paid to 
Garner’s careerand so he started 
doing his coaching badges. 

Starting with the Ulls and 
working his way through, he was 
made first team coach at Palace 
during their 2012/13 season. 

He added: “I’d worked with 
Tony at Palace, I got on well with 
him — we have similar principles 
and values as people. 

“I spoke to him quite early on 
after I left Palace and he was keen 
to bring me in. It was great to be 
back on the pitch.” 

Although Albion have started 
slowly this season, especially at 
home, Garner believes there is po¬ 
tential at The Hawthorns and one 
day he wants the top job some¬ 
where. 

“It’s about improving and find¬ 
ing consistency,” he said. “We 
need to keep getting better, small 
goals, getting points on the table.” 


Sacking Tim 
‘would be a 
huge mistake’ 

VILLA assistant boss Ray Wilkins 
has said it would be a huge mistake 
for the club to sack Tim Sherwood. 

Villa sources rejected claims Sher¬ 
wood has been given just two games 
to save his job, after owner Randy 
Lerner held a meeting with senior 
club officials in the United States. 

Former Liverpool boss Brendan 
Rodgers and Real Sociedad manager 
David Moyes have both been linked 
with the role should the axe fall. 

Wilkins has urged the club to 
stick with the man who guided the 
club to safety and the FA Cup final 
last season. 

“I think it would be a huge mis¬ 
take, as far as Tim’s concerned, 
because he’s an up-and-coming 
manager. He did extremely well at 
Tottenham, and let’s not forget, it 
was only six or seven months ago we 
were in the FA Cup final.”

Villa and 
Albion fans 
pay least 
for tickets 

ALBION and Villa supporters 
continue to pay some of the cheap¬ 
est ticket prices in the Premier 
League, according to the BBC’s 
annual price of football study. 

The results of the study, re¬ 
leased last night, also reveal 
Wolves to offer some of the best 
value in the Championship, despite 
the most expensive season ticket at 
Molineux costing more than that 
at The Hawthorns. Villa have the 
highest-priced season ticket in the 
region at £615 but their cheapest, 
at £335, is among the lowest on 
offer in the Premier League. 

Albion supporters pay a mini¬ 
mum of £399 for a season ticket, 
an increase of £50 on last season, 
though the study found the major¬ 
ity of season tickets at The Haw¬ 
thorns are purchased at a cheaper 
price than those at Villa Park. 

At £535, Wolves’ dearest season 
ticket is £26 more expensive than 
that of their Black Country rivals, 
though the cheapest season ticket 
at Molineux is among the best 
priced in the Championship at 
£299. 

The study revealed Walsall’s 
prices remain among the cheapest 
in League One, while Kiddermin¬ 
ster Harriers’ ‘Aggborough Pie’ 
continues to be the most expensive 
in English football, priced at £4.50. 

On a national level, the West 
Midlands is among the cheapest 
places to watch Premier League 
football in the country. 

Arsenal have the most expensive 
season ticket, with supporters pay¬ 
ing a minimum of £1,014 to watch 
the campaign at the Emirates. 

Reading sell the cheapest season 
ticket in the Championship at just 
£135, while Fulham, who charge 
up to £829, has the dearest. 
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Villa is now a 
laughing stock, 
says Collymore 

FORMER Villa star Stan Collymore 
has launched a blistering attack on 
his old club after being sacked from 
his match day programme column. 

The former striker, who grew up 
in Cannock, says he has been shown 
the door by the Villa Park hierarchy 
after weighing in to support un¬ 
der-fire boss Tim Sherwood and crit¬ 
icism of the club on his radio show. 

The 44-year-old said:“I’ve been 
notified by the club that they no 
longer wish me to continue due to 
my support of Tim Sherwood and 
fierce criticism of the ownership and 
club structure. ” 

He added: “On the watch of Mr 
Lerner, and Tom Fox as chief ex¬ 
ecutive, and Paul Faulkner before 
him, the club I have supported since 
childhood has become the laughing 
stock of the Premier League.” 

Villa declined to comment.

IT’S unfortunate that all the re¬ 
action to Albion’s first home win 
of the season has been domi¬ 
nated by James McClean’s ac¬ 
tions after the final whistle. 

Apart from the goal, and the flash¬ 
es of creativity from surprise starter 
Stephane Sessegnon, very little hap¬ 
pened during the 90 minutes. 

Sunderland had two shots on target, both 
within seconds of each other around the tenth 
minute, and the Baggies had just the one, Bera- 
hino’s tap-in from inches out after Costel Pantil¬ 
imon’s gift. 

It was a typical Tony Pulis win. A tight, scrappy 
affair with few chances at either end, little in the 
way of creativity and won by a single goal. 

The only bright spark in a dire first half was 
Sessegnon, a player Pulis has left in Premier 
League exile since April 4 when the Baggies were 
humiliated 4-1 at The Hawthorns by QPR. He 
beat former Albion full-back Billy Jones as early 
as the sixth minute, driving into the box and 
sending in a low cross which Younes Kaboul rou¬ 
tinely cleared. 

Firing 

Then half-way through the first period the 
Benin international had Albion’s first shot of the 
game, working the ball onto his left foot with a 
stepover and firing just past the far post. 

At the end of the first half he beat Fabio Borini 
down the wing before skipping around Jones and 
sending a cross to the back post for McClean, 
whose header back across goal was just behind 
Salomon Rondon. 

They were half-chances rather than clear-cut 
opportunities, but give a starving man a crumb 
and he will thank you profusely. 

Everything Albion did well in the opening 45 
minutes came through Sessegnon, but the only 
reason the 31-year-old was playing was because 
of an injury to James Morrison. 

He offered the Baggies something that’s been 
lacking all season, inventiveness and unpredict¬ 
ability. 

In fact it was Sunderland who created the best 


chance in the first half, when Jones forced Boaz 
Myhill into a brilliant one-handed save in the 
tenth minute. 

Just before that both Gareth McAuley and 
Jonny Evans had been forced into blocks, but for 
the rest of the game Sunderland looked as dan¬ 
gerous as their league position would suggest. 

Sam Allardyce has got a big job on his hands. 

Albion emerged much brighter after half-time 
but it still took a mistake from Pantilimon to 
hand them the lead. 

Nine minutes after the break McClean drove at 
his man before back-heeling the ball to his left- 
back, Chris Brunt, who swung in a cross carrying 


no real threat. Pantilimon came to catch it, and 
despite being nine inches taller than Berahino 
and able to use the reach of those long arms, was 
so disturbed by the striker that he dropped the 
ball. 

It fell to the floor where the Albion’s striker 
instinctively back-heeled it out of the keeper’s 
grasp before gleefully tapping in his third goal in 
four games. 

The goal seemed to revive Albion and for the 
next 15 minutes there was a zip to their play. 

But when Allardyce brought on Jermain Defoe 
and Danny Graham, the home side dropped fur¬ 
ther back, fearful of the new strikers.
